New York, Bapt t«.— Tha mys- 
tery of the mardar of tka headless 
body found In Bast river yesterday 

Is still unsolved. The only develop- 
ment this morning was the finding 
of one of the mis-itiK leg joints in a 
bundle between two rreii;n' lars.
